the marriage was invalid asa first nerringe 
and the man was liable to 90 cuts with a 
rattan, A married Chinaman might take Hon, Sec., St. Jous's C. Crom, 
an inferior wife whilst, the superior wife was Baad 

alive. In. this cage only the woman bowed Hongkong, October 9, 190.1 2072 
to the ancestral altar. To obtain adivorco : 
it was necessary ta go to a conrt of law, If = 
4 man bowed with a woman before the an- 
ceastral altar whilst. his first -Wife was alive, 
the ceremony was of no avail. The woman, 
if she chose to claim tho rivht, became an 
inferior wife, or concubine, and in any case 
could only Lecome freo from the man by an 
Appeal to acourt of law. Tho legitimacy 
of children in China not depend solely 
on the ralidity of the marriage of their par- 
ents; und children of inferior wives or cons 
cubines inherited with children of the supe 
erior wife, their share being ono half that
